According To Report Made 


By Secretary Taft 


But He Leaves To President 


Roosevelt Determination of the 
Question' 
Whether 
Bowen 


Should Be Dismissed From Dip- 
lomatic Service—Matter Dis- 
cussed In Cabinet Meeting In 
Washington Today. 


Washington, 
June 
20.—Secretary 


Taft's 
conclusions 
in the 
Bowen- 


Loomis case have been placed in the 
hands of the President and were the 
subject of discussion at today's cabi- 
net meeting. The secretary holds that 
Loomis is innocent of any 
wrong- 


doing but leaves to the President the 
determination of the question as to 
whether under 
the 
circumstances 


iiowen should be dismissed from the 
diplomatic service. 
The official 
an- 


nouncement is "expected this evening. 
Bowen had a talk with the President 
this morning. It is the general opin- 
ion that the President will decide to 
dispense with Mr. Bowen's services. 
' The Bowen-Loomis controversy has 
been bitter and of long standing. It 
is an outgrowth of the peculiar at- 
mosphere of Caracas, which, for in- 
trigue, beats Constantinople. 


Francis B. juxsomis, now first assist- 


ant secretary of state, was sent as a 
minister to Venezuela, by McKinley. 
It was during his term of service 
there that the dispute 
between 
the 


Venezuelan government and the New 
York and Bermudese 
Asphalt com- 


pany became acute, complicated (as it 
was by the claims of arrival company 
and by the arbitrary attitudeToif Pres- 
ident Castro towards all foreigners. 
Because of Loomis' defense of 
the 


rights of the American citizens inter- 
ested in this and other concessions in 
Venezuela he became 
persona 
non- 


grata with the Castro 
government. 


Castro made it so unpleasant for him 
that the United States finally March 
25, 1901, recalled 
L'bomis. To 
show 


that this action was taken through no 
displeasure, at 
Loomis' 
course in 


Caracas he was sent as minister to 
Portugal and later became assistant 
secretary of state. 


Herbert W. Bowen was sent to 


Caracas to be t sncces sor of Loomis. 
It happened that about the time of 
his arrival Castro was having trouble 
with other governments whose citi- 
zens and interests he had been treat- 
ing with the same disregard as had 
characterized 
his attitude towards 


Americans. 
Great Britain, France, 


Germany and Italy were bringing pres- 
sure to bear upon him, which finally 
culminated in their blockade of La- 
Guayra. Castro therefore 
welcomed 


the representative of Uncle Sam and 
of the Monroe doctrine and for a time 
Bowen was in high favor at Caracas. 
He represented the Venezulan govern 
ment in -the negotiations which finally 
raised the blockade and put the claims 
of the Europeans on a satisfactory 
basis. 


Castro, however, having 
been re- 


lieved of the European pressure soon 
resumed his arrogant attitude toward 
the 
American 
concessionaires 
and 


claimants and Bowen began to exper- 
ience the same 
unpleasantness to 


which Loomis had been subjected. 


Bowen charged Loomis with irregu- 


larity 
in 
certain 
transactions 
in 


Caracas and talked to newspaper cor- 
respondents about the matter.

Utica, 
near 
Morgan 
Center. 


When the well fi^st came on Sat- 
urday it showed* a flow of nine 
and one-half million feet, but this 
soon dropped to seven million and 
48 hours later wh'en the well got 
down 
to regular business 
it 


showed a steady fiow of five and 
one-half million feet. 


The gusher is owned by the Buckeye 


State company which has a pipe line 
leading to Coshocton. 
Dwight Sapp 


and Frank Beam of Mi. Vernon and 
ivir. Jones of Delawaie are interested 
in 
the 
company 
along 
with Mr. 


Barnesdale, the Lognri company mag- 
nate. This is the 
.second well this 


company has drilled, the first on the 
Gorlcy farm showing a flow of three- 
fourths of a million feet. 


This well is located ]50 yards from 


the Dr. Garrison tWv,-million foot well 
and is about a quarter of a mile from 
a dry hole drilled by the Utica com- 
pany and the same distance from an- 
other good well.

For Peace—General Linevitch Re- 
'ports Activity at the Front — Czar

Washington, June 20—Kogoro Ta- 


kahira, the Japanese minister, called 
at the White House to inform the 
president that the Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries would be able to teach 
Washington the first part of August, 
if it 'was deemed desirable for them 
to be here by that time. The person- 
nel of the mission has not yet been 
announced. When the president re- 
turned to the executive offices after 
receiving 
Mr. Takahira, he 
found 


Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, 
awaiting him. The information 


brought by the minister was commu- 
nicated to the ambassador, who ia 
cabling his government to find out 
when the Russian mission will arrive. 
When this is known it will be possible 
to decide upon a date for the conler- 
ence. 
The general belief is that it 


will convene about the 
middle of 


August. 


During the past few days the presi- 


dent has received as many as a hun- 
dred letters suggesting various cities 
in the country as desirable places for 
holding the conference. It can be 
said that the president will not permit 
himself to be tliawn into the discus- 
sions of this subject, and the govern- 
ment will not attempt to interfere in 
£.ny way with the choice of the con- 
ferees of a place of holding their con- 
ferences. It is regarded as probable 
that this city will l»e at fe"ast the scene 
of the beginning and the ending of 
the conference, although the inter- 
vening sessions may be held else- 
where. It will be known in diplomatic 
history, therefore, as already stated, 
as the "Washington conference," and 
the convention, if one be formulated, 
will be the treaty of Washington. 


As has been reiterated in these dis- 


patches, Japan will not ask for an 
armistice, insisting that the initiative 
must come from Russia. The optimis- 
tie'^por-ts ef the* last few days re-- •-• 
ceved in St. Petersburg from the front 
have greatly raised the hopes of the 
Russians that a land victory is near, 
and the war party is opposed to the 
sending of a request for an armistice 
at this time.

London, June 20.—The correspon- 


dent of the Standard at Stockholm 
says that the Swedish conservative 
papers now openly advocite war. 
They urge mobilization of the troops 
and demand the cession of northern 
Norway as compensation to the Swe- 
dish people for tha dissolution of the 
union. 


Christiania, Norway, June 20.—The 


storthing adopted a reply to the vigor- 
ously worded letter which King Oscar 
sent June 13 to M. Berner, its presi- 
dent, in the form of an address to the 
king and the Swedish people. The re- 
ply, while expressing the utmost good 
will, adheres to the action taken by 
the storthing in dissolving the union. 
A great meeting of representatives of 
Swedish residents of Norwaj was 
held here. It adopted an impressive 
address to King Oscar, requesting 
him to use every influence to secure 
a peaceful settlement, with a view of 
maintaining the friendly relations of 
all Scandinavian peoples.

Octogenarian of Croton Died Monday

Croton, O., June

Albert 


Pickering, one of the oldest and most 
highly respected of the pioneer resi- 
dents of this vicinity, died at his home 
one mile south of this place, on Mon- 
day night; of the ailments peculiar to 
advanced 'age, he being 83 years old 
at the time of his death.

and yet coupled with a most gentle 
Christian disposition, that was the ad- 
miration of the young and old. In man- 
ner she was unostentatious, cared 
nothing for publicity, seeking more to 
glorify the Master than self. A lover 
of the sacred book, she was considered 
pne of 'the most careful and critical 
students of divine truth. Few, if any, 
had a more thorough 
knowledge of 


God's word, or larger appreciation of 
righteousness and the divine plan of 
wisdom, mercy and love, than Mrs. 
Coyle. The church she recognized as 
consecrated, believing in the atoning 
blood Irom the day of Pentecost until 
the closing of the gospel age; to her 
clear, logical mind, unfettered by his- 
toric tradition, and bowing only to God 
himself, the scripture clearly taught 
the glorious reign of Jesus and his 
glorified church, in blessing and uplift- 
ing the fallen race, in the millenial 
age to come. On that sure and rock 
foundation she builded, worked, waited 
and labored in the 
vineyard 
of the 


Lord. 
Great of heart and soul, she 


loved everybody, feeding the tattered 
tramp at her table, with the same care 
that she gave to some of the most 
learned, able and public teachers of 
the land; suffering intensely, yet con- 
tented and cheerful, she was glad at 
last to lay life's burdens down and be 
at rest. Her favorite song was the 
verse: 
"In the cross of Christ I glory 


Towering o'er the wreck of time; 


All the light of sacred story 


Gather 'round its head sublime."

Merrick on Good Roads. 


Columbus, O., June 20.—In the cur- 


rent number of the "Good Roads Magr 
azine" Governor Herrick writes: "Our 
old methods of taxation have beep, a 
burden on the farmers in that our 
construction of improved roads has in 
the past been by local taxation. This 
places the*whole monetary burden on 
the locality, and especially on farm 
property, while the many other inter- 
ests benefited bv eood roads are ex- 
empt. I therefore believe that in ad- 
dition to the locality, representing the 
farm, township and county contrib- 
uting to the building of good roads 
alone, that there should be state and

This appears to have been 
one of Germany's chief apprehensions.

With both governments favorable to 
the sovereignty of Morocco and to her 
territorial and politic U status quo it 
remains fo»- the conterunce to adjust 
the equality of commercial rights.
